ofthe sthlaft. That the Crowa General has again 
excufed himfelf from coming to affift at the Coun- 
cil of the Senate, by reafon that in the prefent 
Jun@ure, his Prefeace is neceffary on the Froatiers, 
whither the King of Pruffia, according to Letters 
from Berlin, was on the Pointof giving Orders for 
his Troops to march. 

Letters from the Hague intimate, that Count 
Coningfeck the Imperial Ambaflador continues in- 
defatigable in his Endeavours to diffwade the States 
from entring into the Treaty of Hanover, and to 
induce them to accede to that of Vienna, in order 
to which he prefented the 14th Inftane another Me- 
morial, and the next Diy he had a long Conference 
with fome ofthe Lords of the Regency. 

Inthe meaa Time the Fears and Aprehenfions 
that fome People were feized with, by the Inftigati- 
on of ill defigning Men in the Alley as they call it, 
begin to abate, and the Stocks have rifen fince our 
laft, viz. S. S. from 112to116. Ditto Annuities 
from 97 to1o1, and the Bank trom 121 to 126 1 
4th, and India from 150 to 155.

They write from Dublin of the 8th January, that 
they had there the Saturday and Sunday before, 
fuch exceflive Rains and violent Storms, that the 
Keys and many Streets were laid under Water. A- 
bundance of Ships richly laden, are loft at Cork, 
300 Souls perifhed, and all that Part of the City cal- 
led the Marth, where are abundance of Warehou- 
fes; the Water rofe on them feveral Yards, fo that 
the Lofsof Merchaudices is incredible. From alk 
the Sea Ports we have dreadful Accounts of Ship- 
wrecks. There were loft in and about this Port, 
tie two Brothers of Dublin from Briftol, and 22 
Paflengers drowned. The Blefling from Rohan, 
with Silk and Iron, a Sloop from Waxfoozd, five 
Whitehaven Ships, and the Men of all thefe Ships 
crowned exceptone. A Ship from Ipfwitch loaden 
with rto Tons of Lead, and the Men all drowned. 
There were loft alfo between Greenoun Point and 
Carlingfoord Bay, about 30 Sailof Ships, Tomor- 
row thereisto bea Council held at St. James’s ; 
tis faid the Earl of Ifla will then be appointed Se- 
cretary of State for Scotland, and that his Majefty’s 
Speech will be read and approved. 

Tis remarked among other Things, That the 
Dutch as well asthe Swedes and Danes, have not 
fully anfwered our Expedtations.

Rome, Dec. 29. On the laft Day of the Jubilee 
the Pope performed the Ceremony of fhutting up 
the Holy Gate of the Bafilick of the Vatican, in 
the Prefence of the Chevalier de St. George and fe- 
veral Princes. Thurfday laft a certain Numb 
of Cardinals appointed by the Pope, went to 
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cefs Sobieski, on Account of the approaching Ho- 
ly Days. The fame Day Cardinal de Polignac had 
an Audience of two Hours with that Princefs. 

Geneva, Dec. 29. On the 17th Inftant was ele- 
éted here for Doge Mr. Alen Saluzio. . ; 

Vienna, Fan. 5. The Duke de Richlieu A mbafla- 
dor of France, having ask’d our Minifters feveral 
Queftions concerning the Treaty between this Court 
and that of Petersburg, they anfwer’d him in ob- 
fcure Terms, amounting to no more than this, 
That the faid Treaty like that of Hanover, is for 
fecuring the Tranquillity of Europe. Our Minifter 
at the Ottoman Porte writes, That the Turks are 
making vaft Preparations for War, and give oat 
they intend toattack the Republick of Venice, and 
fome other Chriftian Powers. Our Minifters flat- 
ter themfelves with the Hopes that the Crown of 
Sweden will at the Perfwafion of the Czarinay come 
into the Vienna Treaty. 

Amfterdam, Fan. 21. The old Emperor of China 
being dead, after a Reign of 61 Years, YON 
TCNIN, one of his Sons, took Poffeffion of the Em- 
pire, on the 27thof December 1722. 

Paris, Jan. 14. The laft Letters from Madrid 
fay, That fince the Return of the Duke of Riperda, 
the Conferences there are more frequent than ever, 
and that the fame Office is fitting up for him which 
was formerly Cardinal Alberoni’s. This Minifter’s 
Province is Foreign Affiirs, with refpect to Gieat 
Britain and the united Provinces; and we are af- 
for’d, that the Affair of Gibralter and Portmahon, 
is the main Thing minded at Court. 

London, Jan. 18. Tomorrow is the Anniverfary 
of the Birth of his Highnefs Prince. Frederick, who 
then enters into the 2oth Year of his Age.

We don’t know whether any SatisfaGtion is yet 
given to the Remonftrances made by Great Britain 
and Holland, againft the Commerce aod Navigation 
of the Subjeéts of the Auftrian Netherlands, in the 
Eaft and Weft Indies, upon the Foot of the Treaty 
which the Emperor lately concluded with Spain: 
But by the Memorial prefeated fome Time fince by 
the States Ambaffador to the Court of Madrid, it 
appears clear and evident, that the faid Treaty of 
Commerceis entirely contrary to the aim and In- 
tention of the Treaties of Munfter and Utrecht, 
and that the King of Spain had no Right to conclude 
fuch a Treaty of Commerce with the Emperor, 
therefore the faid Minifter in the Name of their 
High Mightinefits, molt earneftly intreat his Ma- 
jefty to be pleafed to order that the moft {crious Re- 
gards, and the moft fuitable to the Importance of 
the Cafe may be had to their Remonftrances, well 
weighing how far thefe Contradiétions to the Trea- 
ties of Munfter and Utrecht, may in Time lead to 
ill Confequences, and create Troubles in Europe.
